SOCIAL TRAGEDY, SAYS LOW 


Favors Compulsory Arbitration as a 
Condition to Permitting Capital 
or Labor to Combine. 


Compulsory arbitration and the lessons 
of the Interborough strike were discussed 
as a special order of business at the an- 
nual meeting of the General Executive 
Board of the New York Civic Federation, 
which was held late yesterday afternoon 
in the rooms of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation, 203 Broadway. 

Among those attending the meeting 
were August Belmont, President of the 
Civic Federation and of the Interborough 
Company; Seth Low, Archbishop Ireland, 
Bishop Potter, John Cooper of the Iron 
League, T. J. McCarthy, President of the 
New York Truck Owners’ Association, and 
a number of others representing employ- 
ers, the public, and the wage earners. 
George E. Pepper, leader of the trainmen 
in the recent Interborough strike, 
member of the Federation, and attended, 
although he did not speak. 

August Belmont talked on arbitration 
generally and discussed the Interborough 
strike. Among other things Mr. Belmont 
said: 

“That the agreement with the Inter- 
borough Company was broken by the e«m- 
ployes every one admits. No 


of their National officers, and it speaks 
well for organized labor that the Na- 
tional officers promptly repudiated the 
strike. The question of wages and hours 


of labor was comparatively of little or no 

importance. What occurred through the

“A corporation like the Interborough |

strike, and in order to do this the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company was 
compelled to ee itself for any dis- 
@greement with labor which might occur, 
g0 that; in case of trouble, tratfic would 
mot be interrupted. The company had to 
continue with not a temporary but a per- 
Manent operation of the road. 

“When it came to taking back the for- 
mer employes, the latter had to realize 
the fact that we were prepared for per- 
Manent operation of the road, and we 
could only take back men in positions 
which were not filled. The freedom of the 
men to affiliate with trade organizations 
Was not interfered with.”’ 

As to compulsory arbitration, Mr. Bel- 
mont said he did not,Jike to give a direct 
Opinion as to its eer eonbttty or other- 
wise at present, lest he might be mis- 
understood. 

Seth Low spoke at length in favor of 
compulsory arbitration. He believed it 
Was practicable and necessary. 

WAS A SOCIAL TRAGEDY. 

“The recent strike in New York upon 
the Subway and elevated roads,” 
Mr. Low. “was not so much a labor 
trouble as a social tragedy. Probably a 
million of people, less, suffered 
“in. mind, body, and estate’ while the 
Strike lasted; and many of those who 
struck, if deprived permanently of their 
jplaces, may feel the consequences to 
}their dying day. It is amazing that so- 
ciety should be subject to such a disaster 
because of the unwisdom and the ob- 
Stinacy of a few men. It is pitiable thut 
the victims of such a blunder should suf- 
fet so severely for a mistake in judgment, 
even if willful. It would be appalling if 
psuch a thing could happen and nothing 
be learned from it.”’ 

Mr. Low suggested that the State 
Bhould permit combinations of both cap- 
ital and labor, but only on condition that 
all disputes be arbitrated, and should 
provide further that the body refusing to 
abide by an award should forfeit the 
privilege of combining. Mr. Low 
tinued:

Both 
have found when they have carried their 
ideas to the extreme that forces exist 
in society with which they are obliged to 
reckon, and which put a limit on what 
they are able to do. 
WHY THE STRIKE WAS LOST. 

“There are certain lessons to be drawn 
from the recent.strike in New York City 
upon the Subway and elevated roads. 
From the moment that the breach 
curred, and the public had read the state- 
ment of the two sidys on the issues in- 
volved, there was never a4 moment's doubt 
that public opinion would be against the 
men and that public sympathy woulg go 
to the railroad. For these two things #vere 
evident to the most casual reader: First, 
that there was no issue at stake that jus- 
tified such immense injury to the public 
as was done by the sirike: no issue, in- 
deed, that could not have been easily ad- 
justed by arbitration; and, second, that 
one section of the men, at any rate—the 
motormen—had gone out in flat violation 
of their agreement.”’ 

Mr. Low urged that it should be im- 

ressed upon employers in the interest of 
ndustrial peace that the men will abide 
by agreements entered into in their name 
by the unions to which they belong 

Everett P. Wheeler also spoke in favor 
of compulsory arbitration. 

James P. Archibald, representing the 
unions, opposed it. He contended that it 
would lead to control of industry by the 
State, and would involve surrender of the 
right to strike or lock out. The mutual 
respect between employer and employe 
would be destroyed, he said,

THE PROPOSED MORTGAGE TAX. 


| Three Reasons Why the Bill Should 
| Not Be Allowed to Become Law. 


| To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Owing to a misstatement which ap- 
| peared in the editorial columns of one of 
| the leading morning papers yesterday, the 
|impression has got abroad that the pro- 


posed mortgage tax which the Legislature | 


is to vote upon during the next few 
weeks is a recording tax Of one-half of 1 
per cent., but fortunately this is not the 
ease. The bill in question provides for 
an @nnual tax of one-half of 1 per cent. 
|per annum, which in the case of a 5 per 
cent. mortgage is the equivalent of an in- 
come tax of over 11 per cent. ® 

The bill, however, contains features 
| which are more oppressive and far-reach- 
jing than the amount of the tax. It pro- 
| Vides that if any agreement can be shown 
whereby the borrower is to pay the tax 
the mortgagee is debarred from all rights 
|of foreclesure. The only salvation in the 
case of this provision is its flagrant un- 
| constitutionality. 

Eut the bill contains another clause 
which is equally outrageous, to the effect 
that if the tax is not paid within a lim- 
ited period the mortgage shall be put up 
at auction and sold to the highest bidder 
without any netice being given to the 
mortgagee. 

That any such legislation should be 
even seriously contemplated in our Leg- 
islature is a disgrace to the State,

proposes to start an industrial school for 
girls at Monteagle, midway between Chate- 
tanooga and Nashville, Tenn. 

You may or may not be aware of the

girls live out their lives in this mountain- 
section and the lack of educational 
facilities where so much might be done 
to prevent many from drifting cityward

.erations until they lack energy and ambi- 
tion. But their minds are bright, and by 
taking the little girls and developing them 
[am sure great good would be the result. 

Not a great while ago my sister and I 
spent a couple of weeks in a little inn 
the Hiwassee. Boarding in the 
Same house was the country school teach- 
er. She spent her evenings poring over 
the love stories in some old New York 
Ledgers. My sister said to me: © 
would like to see the kind of school that 
girl would teach.” So we talked together 
miles over the mount- 
which formed the 
The plastering had long 

since from between the logs. It 
had a puncheon floor—slabs of rough- 
| hewn oak laid in place with the bark side 
down. There was a long bench along the 
wall three with legs like 
a milk stool When 
the children came in they raised the slabs 
and took their from under the 
floor. 

Nevertheless those children were bright, 
and with better equipment and a good 
teacher would have held their own with 
any children in the land. The teacher 
was siovenly, ignorant, lackadaisical—but 
what kind of a teacher could you expect 
to get for $15 a month and her board, and 
teach from 8 A. M. to 4 P. M., walking 
six miles a day? And they only have three 
|months of school a year. 

Nearly all the mountaineers are Bape 
| tists, and have what they call “ hearte 
felt’’ religion. Once when I was in the 
|} mountains a big six-footer called on me. 
‘They never knock—they just open your 
‘door and walk in! He argued with me 
;at great length that the Presbyterians and 

Mormons were the same sect, and there- 
|fore I ought to become a Baptist! After 
a while he pulled a long twist of tobacco 
;out of his pocket, and, looking at me a 
| little hesitatingly, asked me if I “ would 
jhave a chaw"! I replied: ‘‘ No; Iam a 
Presbyterian, and the Presbyterians don’t 
jallow their women to chew tobacco.” He 
told me that he had visited the Presby- 
terian mission school at Juniper, and the 
young women teachers were so particular 
he ‘‘ dassent spit in their yard"! 

There is a Summer Chautauqua at Mont- 
eagle during July and August, and if these 
mountain girls could be taken while ten 
or twelve years of age and trained to 
work it would place them in a position to 
earn money and help themselves. 

I do not think one's charity might be 
extended to a better cause than that of 
l|assisting those poor white girls of the 
South. Already we have started the work 
on a small conducting a school in 
a small house under the direction of one 
But little can this do! Re- 
cently the committee has received an 
offer for $2,700 a large fourteen-room 
house, which is thoroughly equipped wit) 
all the furnishings and environment whict. 
are necessary to our work. If the girls 
could be taken now and placed in this 
home the work would be well under way, 
and it is with this idea that I appeal to 
your estimable paper to aid us in raising 
funds to purchase this home.

CEREBRO- 


Its Widespread Epidemic Character—The Local 
Situation—Its Pathology and Usual Treat- 


ment—What the 
of Health 


The fact that cerebro-spinal meningitis 
is the most anxious problem now con- 
froviting the local health authorities vend 
New York is too well understood to need | 
elaboration. One hundred and four deaths 
in New York from this disease in ‘four 
days dast week and 543 in eight weeks 
create a situation sufficiently serious to 
demand very thoughtful consideration. 

Perhaps it should not be a source of | 
satisfaction that this disease is just iow 
prevalent over a large part of the world, 
and that it has assumed the epidemic 
form in areas so widely separated that 
the theory of a common cause or of iden- 
tical or even generally similar conditions | 
must be dismissed. In Philadelphia it/ 
has given a heavy mortality; in Boston | 
it is epidemic; throughout the smaller | 
cities and towns of New England it pre- 
vails as probably never before, and at | 
the moment there is an epidemic of it in| 
Silcsia so severe that from one district | 
the inhabitants are fleeing in terror. To 
a greater or less extent it seems to pre- | 
vail all over the United States and over a 
go00d part of Europe. If a strictly local 
epidemic there would be better reason 
than exists to attribute it to defective | 
public sanitation in New York. As a mat- | 
ter of fact, however, the coincidence be- | 
tween its prevalence and defective public | 
or private sanitation has not been estab- | 
lished. Epidemics of cerebro-spinal men- | 
ingitis are very apt to follow hard Win- 
ters, and to find their victims chiefly | 
among the badly housed or insufficiently | 
nourished. This, however, is true of all | 
epidemics.

Those in a condition to offer 
least resistance first succumb and in the 
greatest numbers. 

The local situation as regards the prev- 
alence of cerebro-spinal meningitis pre- 
sents no sensational features. The epi- 
demic is expected to gradually subside 
within the next thirty or forty days, sim- 
ply because epidemics of contagious and 
infectious diseases habitually attain their 
maximum development during March and | 
April, and disappear in the early Sum- 
mer. There are differences of opinion as 
to whether this is because the weather | 
becomes warmer, or because with open 
doors and windows and more outdoor 
life the environment of those susceptible | 
becomes more favorable and they are bet- 
ter able to resist infection. The resuit, 
however, is as noted. Epidemics which 
begin in the Winter do not usually last 
long into the Summer, and this is expect- 
ed to prove true of the present one. 


The Pathology of Meningitis. 


by which the brain is enveloped. The in- 
branes is called meningitis. It is a malady 
which assumes several forms, all of which 
are classed in popular terms as brain 
fever. The three kinds of meningitis which 
are of greatest public interest at present 
may be briefly described as follows: 

SIMPLE MENINGITIS.—This is com- 
monly, if not invariably, the result of poi- 
sonous secretions acting upon the pia 
mater. The most common source of in- 
fection is from diseased conditions in the 
ears, although the poison may come from | 
any infective focus in the body. The} 
symptoms first noticed are intense head- | 
ache, pain in the back of the neck, fever, | 
and delirium, with intervals of uncon- 
sciousness. As in all brain troubles, there 
may be paralysis of the whole or part of | 
the muscular system, from pressure on or 
destruction of the nerves. The prognosis 
is always grave, and when the disease is 
fairly developed the treatment is purely 
symptomatic. 

TUBERCULAR MENINGITIS.—This is 
a tubercular disease of the cerebral mem- 
brane, and results from the malevolent | 
activities of the tubercle bacillus. In 
common form this is found chiefly in 
young children. It develops slowly. The 
prodromal symptoms, which usually con- 
tinue for some little time before a clear 
diagnosis is possible, are seen in a change| 
in the disposition of the child. It lacks 
interest in its play, becomes peevish and 
irritable, suffers from and 
loses appetite. Death in- 
evitable. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS 
This is an acute infectious disease, involv- 
ing the meninges and the spinal 
Children more subject to it 
adults. the symptoms 
alarming usually two 
days of general with headache, 
‘stiff neck,’ sensitiveness of the eyes to 
light, and sometimes a rash, from which 
the malady has gained the of spot- 
ted fever. As the disease progresses rest- 
lessness is replaced by delirium, and this | 
in turn is followed by somnolence, or even 
complete Its average duration is 
from ten days to two weeks, and the re- 
sulting mortality, while variable, al- 
ways high. 

Beyond the age of twenty-f thirty 
years the susceptibility to cerebro-spinal | 
meningitis is relatively slight. But that]

Medical science has not been) 
in the least indifferent to its progress, | 
and it has been studied as carefully 
any other disease, but the results of tuis 
study have been fruitless as regards the 
finding of any method of treatment 
which inspires confidence, and wholly so | 
in providing a specific. What probably | 
represents the most advanceu method of | 
treatment which the profession is ready | 
to accept is thus described in outline by | 
Dr. D. BP. Brough of Boston, a medical | 
officer of the Massachusetts State Board | 
of Health: 

“The disease usually follows a hard 
Winter, where there has been suffering 
from cold and lack of nourishment. It is | 
found most frequently among children, 
‘and the mortality rate is very high—/| 
much higher than in smalipox. Although 
the disease is called ‘ spotted fever,’ there 
are very few cases where the patients 
show spots. It is quite as apt to be dis- 
covered in houses where the sanitary con- 
ditions are perfect as it is where they are | 
not, and it has not been firmly established | 
in the minds of physicians what causes 
it. In some cases quinine has been used } 
quite freely, this having the property of | 
reducing the formation of pus in the 
nerve centres on account of its action on 
the blood. It also prevents in a measure 
waste of the tissues of the body and con- 
eerves the vital force. Potassium iodide 
is used freely—about fifty grains a day in 
ten-grain doses. This tends to absorb the | 
exudations of inflamed serous mem-! 
branes, such as the brain and nerve tis- 
sues, But some authorities claim this

The third and last concert of the Volpe 
Symphony Orchestra given last evening 
in Mendelssohn Hall, showed the same 
qualities that this ambitious and earnest 
body of young players has shown before.

It turned out that the charges were 
baseless, and that, as a matter of f-ict, 
the Bishop had sold his own valuable col- 
lection of porcelains to keep the Chinese 
Christians from starving. This collee- 
tion had taken thirty years to accumu- 
late, and part of it was bought by Mr 
Squiers, then Secretary of the American 
Legation at Peking and now Minister to 
Cuba. 

Bishop Favier was born in France in

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Final argu-
